Th e p lacing in p osition of a large 
trav eling crane a t th e p ow er h ou se, 
w eigh ing 
27 ,500 p ou nds, 
forty feet 
abov e th e grou nd, is an engineering 
feat u np aralleled in tisis cou nty or 
city , and is w orth seeing. 
Th e crane h as been rem ov ed from th e 
cars on w h ich it came, and w ill h e ta ­ 
ken length -w ise th rou gh th e 
large 
door on th e w est end of th e bu ilding, 
after w h ich it w ill h e raised to th e 
tracks 
on w h ich it is to ru n and 
p laced in p osition. 
A crewT of men 
from th e 
D etro it E ngineering com ­ 
p any , w h ere th e crane was m ade, w ill 
h e h ere some tim e th is week to do th is 
work. 
Th e crane is eigh ty feet long, 
and on one end w ill h av e to be kep t 
h igh er th an th e oth er in raising it, so 
th a t it w ill p ass th rou gh p arts 
9f th e 
bu ilding on its w ay sky w ard, th a t are 
sm aller th an th at. 
Th e derrick th a t 
is to lift th is 
enorm ou s w eigh t as w ell as th e engine 
th a t is to op erate it are being p laced 
in p osition, and are now alm ost ready 
for 
th e 
work. 
Mr. Me Av ery , 
th e 
su p erintendent of th e iron and stru c ­ 
tu re w ork, is g etting ready for th e 
crew wh o are to raise th e m onster 
p iece of m aoh jncry so th a t th e crew 
can go to work 
im m ediately 
u p on 
th eir arriv al h ere. 
Th e cap acity of th is crane is scarcely 
know n, h u t it 
w ill easily lift a ny ­ 
th ing requ ired of it. 
Cranes of th is 
kind w ill p ick u p a railroad engine 
and carry it from one track to ano th ­ 
er. 
Th ese cranes are su p p orted on tw o 
tracks, not u nlike th e ordinary rail- 
* 
i 
read track, on each side of th e b u ild­ 
ing, say 8 0 feet ap art. 
Th e crane i t ­ 
self is m ade in th e sam e sh ap e as steel 
bridges are, so th at It is u nqu estion­ 
ably of- groat streng th . 
Th e crane i t ­ 
self or “ carriag e” op erates east and 
w est on th ese tracks, and north and 
sou th on top of th ese “ string ers” or 
bridge like su p p orts, so th at a p iece of 
m ach inery m ay be p icked u p in any p art 
or corner of th e b u ilding and carried 
to an v oth er p art, by first m ov ing th e 
w h ole crane m one direction, th en th e

carriag e” in th e oth er 
T h is crane w ill be u sed for p lacing 
th e h u ge 
dy nam os, 
m ach inery and 
large steam tu rh ins in p lace and for 
m ov ing or rep airing th em afterw ard, 
and for rew inding arm atu res, and lif t­ 
ing th e top s of th e tu rh ins and su ch 
oth er th ings as m ig h t h e necessary . 
T h is m ach inery is a ll v ery h eav y and 
cou ld be su ccessfu lly h andled in no 
o th er m anner. 
Tw o car-loads of boilers and tw o of 
boiler tu bes h av e arriv ed a nd tw o 
m ore of tu bes and radiato rs are y et to 
come. 
Th e roof is being p u t on p a rt 
of th e bu ilding, b u t cannot be finish ed 
u ntil th e derrick u sed to lift th e crane 
in p lace 1ms been rem ov ed. 
Th e w ork on th e p ow er h ou se is 
p rogressing v ery nicely , mid bids fa ir 
to h e com p lete before th e track and 
oth er th ings necessary are com p leted.

of th e enem y mov es forward u ntil th e 
strong p ositions a t th e Yalu riv er are 
reach ed. 
The fifty miles of cou ntry 
betw een Anju and th e Yalu are v ery 
difficu lt for th s mov ement, of a large 
force. 
T h ere m ay be some liv ely 
skirm ish ing as th e Jap anese adv ance 
p rogresses, bu t th e Ru ssians are re­ 
solv ed to av oid a decisiv e engagem ent 
u ntil certain of v ictory . 


C H IN A 'S A T T IT U D E 


Is Giv ing Rus s ia No End of Ground 
for Appre he ns ion. 
St. Petersbu rg, M arch 22.—In gov ­ 
ernm ent circles th ere ex ists a strong 
belief th at th e qu estion as to w h eth er 
Ch ina will observ e h er neu trality u n­ 
dertakings will dep end largely on th e 
resu lt of th e first h eav y land figh ting. 
A big v ictory by th e Ru ssian arm y , It 
is believ ed, will insu re th e qu iescence 
of th e celestial em p ire, bu t th ere are 
grav e fears as to wh at m igh t h ap p sn 
in th e ev ent of a signal Jap anese su c­ 
cess in th e early stages of th e land 
op erations. 
R u ssia’s p olitical p lans 
are based on th e ap p reciation of th e 
su p rem e im p ortance of th e first land 
battle, and no figh ting on a U rge 
scale will take p lace If it p ossibly can 
be av oided, u ntil th e R u ssians feel 
mormlly certain th at th ey can deal th e 
enemy a cru sh ing blow. 


Japanese Fleet's Plans.
